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REMARKS 

Claims 1-13 are pending in this application. By this Amendment, the title and claim 6 
are amended. No new matter is added. Reconsideration of the application is respectfully 
requested. 

I. Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant gratefully acknowledges that the Office Action indicates that claims 9 and 
10 include allowable subject matter. 

II. Specification Objection 

The Office Action objects to the title as being non-descriptive. Applicant amends the 
title so that is clearly indicate of the invention to which the claims are directed. Accordingly, 
reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection is respectfully requested. 

III. Claim Objection 

The Office Action objects to claim 6 because of informalities. Specifically, the Office 
Action asserts that the recitation in claim 6 of the "two absorptive polarized light reflecting 
devices" lacks antecedent basis. Applicant amends claim 6 to depend from claim 3, as 
suggested by the Office Action. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
objection are respectfully requested. 

IV. Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. SS102(e) and 103(a) 

The Office Action rejects claims 1-3, 7, 8 and 1 1-13 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) over 
U.S. Patent No. 6,847,427 to Yamauchi; and rejects claims 4-6 and 9 under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 103(a) over Yamauchi. Applicant respectfully traverses the rejections. 

The present application claims priority to Japanese Patent Application No. 2002- 
309581 filed October 24, 2002, which is prior to the May 22, 2003 filing date of Yamauchi. 
Therefore, JP 2002-309581 antedates the filing date of Yamauchi. See MPEP §706.02(b). 
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An accurate English language translation of JP 2002-309581 is attached to perfect the Claim 
for Priority. Accordingly, withdrawal of the rejections is respectfully requested. 
V. Conclusion 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of claims 1-13 are 
earnestly solicited.
